I would ſpeak ſomething more 
generally to you. 

You poor ſouls that are full of 
doubts, and diſquietments, I would 
beſeech you, in the bowels of Jeſws 
Chriff, not to draw ſtrange, and 
ſad, concluſions, from what this ſoul 
experienced. Per ſwading your ſelves, 
you are not the Lords, and have 
not the work of regeneration begun 
in you, becauſe you have not (it 
may bce) paſt through ſuch diſmal 

ſtorms 
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ſtorms and tempe/ts, Oh take heed! 
leſt you go aboutto limit the Holy 
exe of Iſrael, thinking that his work 
upon all ſouls, muſt bee attended 
with commenſurable ſorrows and 
joys Ohdo not make the mea- 
(ure of other Saints, the rule of 
judgement asto pour ſpiritual eſtate; 
becauſc that I reach not the expe- 
rience of ſome Saints, therefore to 
conclude I am »ove of Chriſts, is 
very unſafe , for the Spirit wor- 
keth variouſly, yer all brings a» 
bout the ſame holy exd, to empty 
the createre of it ſelf , that Chriſt 
may bee al; Some have: more 
vain, harſh, and froward natures, 
and contratt much hardnefſe by 
long continuance in courſes of fin, 
and by revo/tiugs and turnings afide 
from Chriſt, atter great out-goings 
of love, and fotheir ſorrows, and 
horrors, are great and amazing; 
and as their ſorrows abound,ſ{o their 
conſolations, when they come to re-
